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Ik this Catalogue, the Titles of the principal 
Books or Pamphlets are correct transcripts 
from the original works ; hut where the pub- 
lication is of minor consequence, the Printer's 
name, motto, Sgc. is generally left out. The 
size of each volume, the number of pages, 
and notices of the engravings or wood-cuts,, 
have been inserted in every instance where I 
had access to the work described. For an ac^ 
count of a few of the Books, Sgc, it has been 
necessary to rely on printed catalogues, in 
whichtheslwrt est possible title is usually given, 
and for the correctness of which it is impos^ 
sible to vouch. I presume that few local pub-' 
lications relating to the County of Hereford 
have been omitted, but there are, doubtless, 
some, which have escaped my notice.

INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 



Collections towards the History of Here- 
fordshire have been made at different periods by 
several individuals ; but, M^ith the exception of 
the unfinished work of Mr. Duncumb, no at- 
tempt has yet been made to publish a general 
history of a county, so replet-e with interest from 
its antiquities, its picturesque scenery, fertility, 
and beauty. 

The Mss. collections, still existing, affbrd an 
ample source of information on almost every 
subject connected with its parochial history, 
and castellated or monastic remains. The rich 
stores of the British Museum and Bodleian Li- 
brary supply copious accounts of the pedigrees 
and arms of the ancient families, as well as their 
manorial rights, and hereditary possessions; nor 
is there any lack of matter towards forming a 
complete history of its ecclesiastic and civic im- 
portance. Thejudicious publications of the Re- 
cord Committee (under the sanction of Parlia- 
ment,) form at once a key to the knowledge of 
most valuable and authentic documents, relative 
to chartered rights, public grants, andtransfer of 
landed property, objects of the first magnitude 
to the local historian. 

A concise notice of the collections already 
formed, may prove useful in future investigation, 
and will bean appropriate introduction to the fol- 
lowing descriptive catalogue of printed Books. 
Pamphlets, Maps, Prints, &c. published to illus- 
trate the County of Hereford. 



The earliest collector, for this purpose^ was 
Silas Taylor^ a captain in the parliamentary army 
during the ci^il wars^ who preserved many mss. 
from the plundered library of the cathedral in 
1645j and who left large mq.terials for a general 
history, since, in great part, lost or destroyed. 
A few of his papers will be found amongst the 
Harleian mss. in the British Museum ; and a re- 
ference to the Catalogue published in 1769, 
(2 vols, folio) will give a short account of the 
contents of the undermentioned numbers in that 
valuable and magnificent literary repository.

Thomas Blount^ Esq. barrister^ of OrletoDj 
made great progress^ having collected materi- 
als for two folio volumes about 1675^ one volume 
of which is unfortunately lost^ the other is now 
in the possession of Wm. Blount^ Esq. M. D. 
(late of Hereford J and commences with the let- 
ter L. continuing to the end of the alphabet. 
This undertaking was greatly assisted by Sir W. 
Dugdalcj R. DobynSj H. Cornwall, and others^ 
Blount intended to have described the various 
parishes, townships, &c. in alphabetic order: 
the volume now remaining, contains numerous 
letters and loose papers, with church notes, re- 
marks, &c. the whole in bad preservation. 

Mr. James Hill, of the Middle Temple, Lon- 
don, vras a most industrious collector, having 
visited the parish churches himself and takeo 
notes on the spot, extracts from registers, &c. 
He issued proposals, about 1715, for publishing 
by subscription the History of the City of Here- 
ford ; ^'containing an exact and regular account 
ofthatplace^ frcm its most early age to this 
time, divided into two parts ; the first of which 
treats of its ecclesiastical, the second of its civil 
slate;" &c. ''the whole will be illustrated by 
transcripts from original records, and will be 
cdorred with geometrical plans of the city, 
fhurches, monasteries, and chapels; together 
with draughts of funeral monuments, arms, an- 
cient seals, effigies of bishops, and other persons 
of distinction, engraven by the most eminent 
liar^ds :" the price to subscribers, two guineas 
for large, and thirty shillings for small paper co- 
pies.*' At the bottom of his printed proposals, 
(a folio half sheet,) he announces another vol- 
ume, of the County, if the one on the City meets 
(^ncouragementf These projected works vrere 
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not so liberally supported as their author suppo« 
sed they would be, and in consequence never ap- 
peared. Hill's papers, after his death in 1727, 
were sold by his brother (a schoolmaster) to Isaac 
Taylor, (the celebrated surveyor) who purchased 
them for John Roberts, Esq. of Ross, by whom 
many additions were made, and regular indexes 
to all the volumes, &c. arranged. On Dr. Ro- 
berts* death in 1776, they were again sold to Mr^ 
Clarke, registrar of Hereford, from whom they 
came to their present proprietor the Rev. James 
Clarke. Hill's and Roberts' collections were for 
a long time in my possession, when I had the 
greater part of the loose papers carefully bound 
in volumes to preserve them from farther injury : 
before they came to my hands they had been neg- 
ligently kept, for someyears, in an open box, in a 
damp room, and consequently many of the mss, 
copies of charters, &c. M^ere very much decayed, 
and the bindings damaged. Not agreeing after- 
wards with Mr. Clarke as to the price of these 
papers, the whole collection was returned; ma- 
king together, about 20 volumes of various sizes, 
and several memorandum books and loose pa- 
pers. The collections for parishes have rude 
sketches of the churches, monuments, seals, &c^ 
and are comprised in 3 vols, in small 4to.- the 
history of the city, lives of bishops, cathedral 
statutes, churc h grants, &c. in a thick4to. - a trea- 
tise of the mayors, stewards, charters, customs, 
privileges, wills, disputes between bishops and 
mayors, extracts from records, &c. a4to. - copies 
of charters relating to city, cathedral, Dynemore, 
Archenfield, &c. folio - extracts from patent rolls, 
grants, charters, &c. 3 thin vols. 4to. - miscel- 
laneous papers, letters, and extracts : folio- in- 
quisitiones post mortem, and lands held in ca- 



fate, &c. in Herefordshire and the neighbouring 
counties: folio- six volumes in 12ido. are Df. 
Roberts' additions and indexes ; and the memo- 
randum books contain church notes and miscel- 
laneous notices. Gough mentions a collection 
of 35 ancient original deeds^ with their seals^ 
relative to the county of Hereford^ most of them 
marked on the back with the name of Hill^ given 
by the late Mr. Joshua Blew^ (librarian of the 
Inner Temple^ a Herefordshire man) to Dr. Du- 
carell. Hill was a poet as well as an antiquary^ 
and verses on his death will be found in Hus- 
bands' miscellany of poems^ 8 vo. 1731^ V^S^ 1^* 
An accurate survey of Ariconium and of Here* 
ford was shewn by Mr. Hill in 1721, 2, to the 
Society of Antiquaries. 

William Brome, Esq. of Ewithington, made 
large collections^ but unfortunately abandoned 
a work for which he was eminently qualifiedi 
and destroyed the whole of his papers. 

Richard Walwyn, Esq. issued a printed circu- 
lar letter with queries, ("folio half sheet, 2 pages) 
dated Hereford, All Saints day, 1749, in which 
be proposes to publish a work on the history and 
antiquities of the county, if encouraged by the 
nobility, clergy, and gentry ; but dying within 
a 'short time after, the intention was frustrated. 
He notices in his circular the destruction of 
Brome's collections. 

Lord Coningsby, Dr. Coningsby, Robert Do- 

byns, Esq. of East bach, Symonds, Esq. and 

James Walwyn, Esq. made collections for the 
same purpose, but most of their papers have 
been either lost or dispersed. 

Crough notices a Mr. Black of Leomin»ter as 
having valuable materials for this county.

The late Richard Blyke, Ejq. I**. A.S. deputy 
auditor of thfe imprest, made large collection^ 
for a history of his native county, which were 
purchased by the late Charles, Duke of Norfolk, 
and are now in the possession of the Rev. John 
Duncumb, F. A. S. who is engaged in comple- 
ting the work, commenced under his Grace's pa- 
tronage. Blyke's materials, (according to Gough) 
comprised 23 volumes of various sizes, properly 
digested under the several following heads, and 
fairly written : viz. 1, 2, fees - 3, miscellanies - 
4, 5, a complete history of the castle - 6, religi-^ 
bus houses from the augmentation office - 7, taxar 
tions-*8, tenths - 9, cathedral matters - 10, 11, 
charters of religious houses from the augmenta- 
tion office, and bishop's registers - 12, grants of 
crown lands, t.

David Pugh (alias Dr. Hughson,) collected 
many mss. church notes, &c. under the patron- 
age of the late Duke of Norfolk, about 40 years 
ago, but on his leaving the county, the papers 
were never restored, and are now in all prober 
bility deoi-ioyed or lost. 

The collections of the Rev. John Lodge, M.A. 
were given by him to Mr. John Price, (teacher 
of languages at Leominster,) author of the his- 
tory of Hereford, Leominster, &c. and since 
Price's death have perhaps been dispersed. 

The Rev. Jonathan Williams, in his Leorain^ 
ster guide, 12mo. page 277, notices the library 
at Dynmore house, as containing' 'valuable boou 



and manuscripts, elucidating the antiquities of 
this county, and which no writer who aspires to 
the character of its historian can omit coasultiog 
'without detriment mingled with regret." 

I have been informed that the late Philip Da- 
Ties, bookseller, of Leominster, and Dr. Ber- 
lington, ' of Winsley, made collections for the 
county, but with no view to publication.
